* I have the right to tell anyone to stop touching me or leave 
me alone, and I have the right to make this request as loud 
as I can, especially if there are other people around. 

* I have the right to tell a trusted adult if someone touches me 
in an inappropriate or unsafe way. 

* I will be on the lookout for predators that intend to do my 
friends or sisters and brothers harm. 

* I will not give out my personal information online or meet 
face-to-face with someone I have met online. 

* I will save the number to the National Human Trafficking 
Hotline to my phone: 1 -888-373-7888. 

* I will make a list of adults I can go to for help (including 
parents, teachers, religious leaders, police officers) and put 
their contact information in my phone. 

* I will talk to a trusted adult when any friend shows several of 
the most typical danger signs of being trafficked: 

• stops going to school 

• starts dressing in clothes that are too mature 

• loses interest in normal activities 

• shows visible signs of abuse 

• hangs out with older men 

• has multiple phones and pagers 

• contracts STDs, or becomes pregnant 

• begins talking about sexual activities 

• becomes depressed and withdrawn
